PRESIDENT DECLARES NATION MUST SEND 
ALL HELP POSSIBLE TO GREAT BRITAIN 


Defeat Of Empire Would Leave Uncle Sam 
At Mercy Of Loaded Gun, Says F. D. R. 


ROME, I>cc. 30 — Official consultation* are under way between 
Rome and Berlin on the question of whether a reply shall lie sent to 
President Roosevelt in response to his radio address last night, it 
was understood on reliable authority today. 
It was believed iii Rome that a joint Italo-Gcrmnn reply will be 
delivered— possibly in the form of a sjveeeh by one or both of the 
axis leaders. 


W ASHINGTON, Dee. 30— Confident of overwhelm ing public sup­ 
port, P resident Roosevelt looked to congress today for speedy ap ­ 
proval of his prom ise to help B ritain defeat th e axis powers through 
every A m erican resource short of m anpow er. 
In m easured tones, Mr. Roosevelt last night expressed to a w orld­ 
wide radio audience of some 80,000,000 A m ericans and additional mil- j 
lions abroad, his conviction th a t the defeat of G reat B ritain would J 
leave the U nited S tates at the m ercy of a loaded gun. 
To help E ngland, the President asserted, the U nited S tates m ust 
serve as “the g re a t arsenal of dem ocracy” from which those nations j 
resisting aggressors or fighting for liberty and freedom can draw huge I 
stocks of guns, airplanes, tanks and other weapons of w ar. 
There is no demand for sending an American Expeditionary force 


“outside our own borders,” Mr. Roosevelt assured, and no one in the 
government has any such idea. 
Any talk about sending arm ies to 
Europe is deliberate untruth, according to the President. 
A lthough voicing his belief th a t the axis powers will not win the j 
w ar, the chief executive w arned th a t “every ounce and every ton of 
m unitions and supplies th a t we can possibly spare” m ust be sent to | 
the B ritish. 
“If G reat B ritain goes down, the Axis pow ers will control the con­ 
tin en ts of Europe, Asia, A frica, A ustralia and the high seas — and 
they will be in a position to bring enorm ous m ilitary and naval re­ 
sources against this hem isphere,” he said. 
“It is no exaggeration to 
say th a t all of us in the Am ericas would be living a t the point of a 
gun—a gun loaded w ith explosive bullets, economic as well as mill- ! 
ta ry .” 
T here can be no talk of appeasem ent, Mr. Roosevelt observed, citing 
the record of the Last two years to prove th a t no nation can appease 
the Nazis. 
Peace w ith G erm any, he said, can be had only a t the price 
of surrender. 
By his own words, the President's half hour address w as m ore than 
one of his periodic “fireside chats.” 
He labelled it a “talk on N ational 
Security.” 
O bservers agreed th a t it was perhaps the m ost im portant sta te ­ 
m ent of policy outlined by Mr. Roosevelt since 1933. W hite House a t­ 
taches openly conceded th a t the purpose of the speech w as to c ry stal­ 
ize public sentim ent in favor of the B ritish aid program and thus in­ 
sure speedy approval of necessary legislation and appropriations by 
th e new congress th a t convenes next Friday. 
Im m ediately a fte r the President had concluded his broadcast, tele­ 


gram s sta rte d pouring into the W hite House. 
A ttaches said th a t the j 
overw helm ing m ajority of these com m unications expressed com plete j 
accord w ith Mr. Roosevelt’s determ ination of v irtu al all-out aid for j 
B ritain. 
* 
In hi* address, the President also directed a warning to American 
labor and m anagement. The nation, he said, expects the defense in- , 
dustries to continue operation without interruption by strikes or 
lock-outs. 
“It expects and insists that m anagem ent and w orkers will reconcile 
their differences by voluntary or legal m eans, to continue to produce 
j 
the supplies th a t are so sorely needed,” Mr. R oosevelt added. 
The P resident’s denunciation of G erm any and her axis allies w as 
one of the m ost acidly-w orded statem en ts ever directed by the head of 
a nation to another nation w ith which it is a t peace. 
% 
“The plain facts are th a t the Nazis have proclaim ed, tim e and 
again, th a t all other races are th eir inferiors and therefore subject to 
their orders,” he said. 
“The Nazi m asters of G erm any have m ade it 
clear th at they intend not only to dom inate all life and thought in their 
own country but also to enslave the whole of Europe, and then to use 
the resources of Europe to dom inate the rest of the w orld.” 
Mr. Roosevelt dismissed the question of A m erican n eu trality declar­ 
ing th a t it is no m ore unneutral for the U nited S tates to ship unlim it­ 
ed arm s to E ngland than it is for Sweden, R ussia and other n ations 
near Germ any to supply the N azi w ar m achine w ith steel, ore, oil and 
m unitions every day.

While the P resident will chart 
the program of the session in his 
annual 
m essage, 
congressional 
leaders indicated today th at m a­ 
jo r problem s of social legislation 
m ay be th ru st before congress in 
addition to defense and interna­ 
tional problems. 
P reparing for the session, house 
leaders called a caucus of Demo­ 
c rats for Jan u ary 2 to elect a 
speaker, m ajority leader and to 
fill three vacancies on the power­ 
ful w ays and m eans comm ittee. 
Speaker Sam R ayburn and Demo­ 
cratic Leader M cCorm ack are as­ 
sured of reelection. 
A senate cau­ 
cus is expected to nam e Sen. H ar­ 
rison (D) Miss,, as president pro- 
tem pore.

LONDON, Dec. 30—-Some of the most famous and his­ 
toric buildings in London, including at least six churches 
and the beautiful old Guildhall, were bombed and blasted 
iii last night’s terrific air attack on the capital, authorities 
revealed todAy as they surveyed the damage. 
The Air Ministry officially charged that the blitz attack, 
which lasted slightly more than three hours, but proved 
the heaviest the capital has suffered, was a deliberate ef­ 
fort to set the entire city on fire. 
(Editor’s Note: 
The actual City of London is the ap­ 
proximately mile-square area beginning with the lower 
Strand and extending eastward to embrace the Guildhall, 
the Bank of England and Threadneedle Street among 
others. These are the great arteries of finance and trade 
which cuinjuise. Loudon’s “bi*.business” district, 
Metro­ 
politan London itself sprawls over an area almost fourteen 
miles long.) 
A check of the damage showed that even centuries-old 
buildings in the center of London, some of which dated 
back to the great fire of 16(56, did not escape the wrath 
of the Nazi airmen.

Under the government’s Agricul­ 
tural Conservation Program, near­ 
ly $400,000 will have been paid to 
Pickaway County farmers during 
1940, County AAA Chairman John 
Boggs estimated Monday as an ad­ 
ditional 300 checks for final pay­ 
ments amounting to $50,847.98 ar­ 
rived at the county AAA office. 
Within the next few days an 
additional 378 checks will be re­ 
ceived, boosting the total yearly 
figure to about $400,000. The fig­ 
ure represents payments to about 
.1,500 
farmers 
in 
the 
county, 
checks ranging from $10 to $2,000. 
Parity payments to county farm­ 
ers total about $147,499 and final 
payments to date to $182,780.98. 
The size of the ACP check each 
farmer receives depends on the 
number of acres he has signed 
under the soil conservation pro­ 
gram and how faithfully he has 
carried out soil building practices. 
To conserve the soil, farmers 
earn AAA payments for planting 
a larger part 
of 
their acreage 
formerly in soil-depleting crops to 
soil-conserving crops 
and 
for 
carrying out soil building practic 
es. 
Soil-depleting 
crops include 
corn and wheat. 
Soil conserving 
crops are 
grasses 
and legumes. 
Soil building practices include such 
measures as the seeding of legum­ 
es, the application of 
lime and 
phosphate, the planting of trees. 
and the construction of dams and 
terraces to check erosion. 
The conservation 
program for 
the 1,500 farmers in the county 
aims to increase the farm income 
by providing farmers with a means 
of stabilizing market supplies and 
prices of their products through 
acreage 
allotments, 
marketing 
quotas, loans, and crop insurance, 
Chairman Boggs pointed out. 
During 1941 about seventy per­ 
cent cf the total farm acreage in 
the coimty was signed with the 
soil conservation program.

I l f A BBING TO N— In placing the blame 


” for the present delays in defense pro­ 


duction it is important not to forget the 


months of dilly-dallying which industry 


put iii last year arguing over the tax bill. 


For weeks, various big industrialists told 


the Treasury and congressional commit­ 


tees almost point blank that they would 
not produce national defense products un­ 


less they were permitted to write off the 
value of I heir new em ergency plants inside 
of five years, for taxation purposes. 
The Packard Motor Company, which 
received a large order for Rolls-Royce 
engines after the Ford com pany turned 
down the order, argued for several w eeks 
over the new tax bill, w hile the Curtiss 
aeroplane 
company 
had 
some 
pretty 
vigorous things to tell the Treasury about 
taxes on the em ergency plants it was to 
build for governm ent orders. 
In the end, W illiam Knudsen, Secretary 
of W ar Stimson, and other national de­ 
fense chiefs told Congress that it would be 
impossible to get the national defense pro­ 
gram m oving unless a provision was writ­ 
ten into the new tax bill permitting capital 
investments for national defense to be 
written off within five years. 
This was agreed. 
It w as also agreed 
that “certificates of necessity’’ would be | 
issued, to companies working on national j 
defense orders, and that these certificates I 
would give them the much desired tax j 
benefits. 
To handle these certificates of neces­ 
sity, the W ar and Navy Departments hur­ 
riedly set up elaborate organizations to 
handle the expected flood of applications 
from business. 
So did the Defense Cohi- 
mission, which must approve the certifi­ 
cates before the Treasury will allow the 
tax charge-off. 
They expected at least 20,000 applica­ 
tions. 
But months have passed and less 
than 200 applications have come in. 
All of which is a big puzzle to the D e­ 
fense Commissioners. 
Also it is the inside 
reason for their recent warning that Feb­ 
ruary 5 is the last date on which applica­ 
tions for ‘‘certificates of necessity” may! 
be filed. 
Privately, Defense officials are con-: 
cerned. 
T hey don’t like the prospect of! 
going hack' to Congress and asking for an 
extension of the February 5 deadline. 
For 
they know w hat a howl against business! 
will go up from Congress and how many 
embarrassing questions will be asked. 
One of the most ticklish questions will 
be why business doesn’t take advantage of 
the benefits which it dem anded so vigor-.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Get \ our I’ ull Share Of Sunshine 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
• The winter solstice is over 
and the days are almost impercep­ 
tibly fretting longer. We should 
take advantage of what sunlight 
there is and get out in it. 
The sun is the center of man’s 
life, and in reading of primitive 
human cultures it is not surpris­ 
ing to see how often the sun is 
worshipped as a god, how eagerly

his return is awaited, how man 
.las always thought that life and 
vigorous abundance over the earth 
are associated with the sun. 
Normal organic life depends on 
‘he supply of ail the sun’s rays. 
We are inclined to think because 
.ve hear so much of them that it 
s the sun’s light rays that are 
curative. But the heat rays also 
lave life-giving properties. They 
Iraw the blood to the surface, and 
there it can absorb the products— 
vitamins and life-giving hormones 
of various kinds—-which the skin 
manufactures from the action of 
the ultra-violet sun rays. 
Beneficial Rays 
About sixty per cent of sunlight 
is due to the infra-red ray. These 
produce the warmth, the redden­ 
ing of the skin. But after moving 
out of the sun, this reddening 
quickly disappears. It is the ultra­ 
violet rays that produce the per­ 
manent tanning. There are two 
kinds of ultra-violet rays—some 
of longer wave length that pass 
through ordinary window glass 
and whose action on the body and 
health is unknown. The shorter 
ultra-violet 
rays 
do 
not pass 
through ordinary window glass, 
and they arc the ones that pro­ 
duce Vitamin I) and- prevent rick­ 
ets. Tho daily variation in tile 
occurrence of ultra-violet rays is 
considerable—even in the summer 
they are present in large quantity 
only during the noon hours from 
about ten a.m. to two p.m. 
In the winter, the ultra-violet 
rays are minimal in quantity and 
hardly present at all on cloudy 
days. Smoke also filters them out. 


So we must make the best of th* 
bright days at noontide in the 
winter to catch them. It is espe­ 
cially important though for babies 
to be exposed to what sun there is 
this time of year, in order to avoid 
the. great spring discase of in­ 
fants, rickets. 
“Sorry, he never makes ap­ 
pointments,” you will hear if you 
call up some high powered doc­ 
tors. Old Doctor Sun is one of 
these and since it is so, artificial 
forms of sunlight radiation can 
be obtained. 


Lamps and Generators 
Infra-red generators are used 
for the heat-giving and reddening 
(vaso-dilatation) 
effects. 
They 
relieve pain in bursitis and muscu­ 
lar rheumatism, arthritis, neural­ 
gia, sinusitis, etc. 
Ultra-violet lamps are used for 
their power to destroy bacteria, 
their stimulative effect, but espe­ 
cially for the production of Vita­ 
min D, the preventive of rickets. 
We know they produce Vitamin D 
in tile body, possibly Vitamin A. 
But there must be a large number 
of other stimulating substances 
and hormones, still unknown to us, 
necessary for the body’s health, 
that come from these long-revered 
generous rays of the sun.

Nine Alterations 
Asked By Coaches 
NEW YORK. Dec. 30—The long­
